Allodynia Model Esing Chronic Nerx e Constriction Model (8 pigs) 

I his is a large animal model of allodynia (painful response to a non-painful stimulus) 
created h\ chronic constriction of a peripheral ner\e. I he project is e\aluating no\ el 
gene-delivery therapeutics for neuropathic pain. Neuropathic occurs when there is 
damage to the somatosensor\ system (ner\ e or tissue damage) which results in the 
sensation of pain without any specific cause. I he animal model is produced b> loose 
ligation of the common peroneal, .saphenous, or sural nerve with silk suture under general 
anesthesia. Analgesics are provided post-operati\ ely for the ner\ e ligation procedure. In 
the weeks following the procedure animals are e\ aluated for allodynia by mechanical 
testing (touching innervated regions with a firm filament and measuring the response). 
Reversibility of allodynia is evaluated b\ treatment with morphine. 

All animals showing signs of neurological impairment or surgical site 
infection/dehiscence are remo\ed from the stud\ because such an additional source of 
nociception could interfere with the behavioral testing. Pigs ha\e not demonstrated 
e\ idence of lameness or lack of feed intake in this model. No animals were remo\ed 
from stud\ for these complications in the past year co\ ered b\ this report. 

Chronic Pain Model — .ACE Injury (4 pigs) 

I he goal of this project is to test novel analgesic agents in a large animal model of 
chronic inflammatory pain in the setting of knee osteoarthritis. Unilateral knee 
osteoarthritis is established by surgical transection of the anterior cruciate ligament. I his 
results in development of osteoarthritis over a period of 4-8 weeks. I he osteoarthritis 
manifests as asymmetry in weight bearing in the hind limb, which can be accuratelv 
detected by telemetric force sen.sors attached to the pig hooves, fhe proportion of weight 
bearing as\mmetry that can be attributed to pain (vs. simple knee instability) can be 
assessed h\ intramuscular administration of morphine (resulting in a partial rexersal of 
the asymmetry). 

This animal model w ill be primarily used for as.sessing analgesic efflcacx of gene therap\ 
agents (pre\ ious studies b\ us and others showed that rodent studies are poor predictors 
of outcomes in humans and large species are therefore needed) and other biologies (e.g.. 
resiniferato.xin). Analgesics are pro\ ided peri-operati\ el> during the anterior cruciate 
ligament procedure.

Observations by the veterinary staff suggest the lameness is subclinieal in these animals. 
Ihgs have not demonstrated evidence of profound lamene.ss or reduction in feed intake in 
this model. No animals were remo\ ed from stud\ for these complications in the past \ ear 
covered by this report.

.4llodynia .Model I sing Chronic Ner> e Constriction .Model 

I he goal of this study is to measure allodynia induced by chronic constriction injurv 
(CCI) to a peripheral nerve. The animals are treated with analgesics in the perioperati\e 
period to prevent acute pain associated with surgical incision. .Analgesic therap> 
administered during the testing period would interfere with the beha\ ioral response 
(mechanical filament sensation testing) and make the measurements impossible. In most 
published rodent studies, the authors conclude that the procedure results in allod\ nia 
(painful perception of a non-painful stimulus), as oppo.sed to persistent pain or 
hyperalgesia. Ne\ ertheless. we assign the animals to Category 1; because .some degree of 
pain cannot be ruled out when a peripheral nerve is direct!) manipulated. 

Chronic Pain Model- ACL Injury 

I he goal of this study is to test nov el analgesic drugs in a large animal model in the 
setting of chronic pain state widely prevalent in humans. Chronic osteoarthritis is one of 
the leading causes of disability in the US and knee osteoarthritis w as therefore chosen for 
this study in pigs. I he animals are giv en analgesia in the perioperativ e period to treat 
acute postoperative pain. 

Our experience shows that pain initial subsides in the first week postoperative and that 
dev elops again approximately 4-8 postoperativ ely. .At that point, experimental analgesic- 
agent is giv en and use of conv entional analgesics would interfere with the goal of the 
study. 

I he pain w ill be te.sted by a force detection apparatus, consisting of force .sensor attaehed 
to the pig hooves and a wireless transceiver. This setup allows monitoring the pressure 
the pig exerts to each hind limb in real time, fhe weight bearing a.symmetry is then used 
as a proxy measure of pain. In addition, the animals are rated for lameness by blinded 
observers.

4; Explanation; 

In November 13, 2013, 3 swine (SW- 3995, SW-3996, SW-3997) experienced unexpected deaths when their 
implanted medical devices most likely delivered cardiac therapy due to inappropriate programming. This was 
not a planned, protocol driven event. Implanted devices in animals are routinely disabled for therapy delivery 
when not actively being studied and therapy is administered only under full anesthesia. These devices were not 
disabled after a reprogramming study event and were able to deliver therapy to conscious animals. Cardiac 
therapy is known to be painful in humans; hence this is being reported as a Class E event. 

The animals had been sedated during a data check on November 12, 2013 and the medical device software was 
reprogrammed. Most animals recovered normally, however one showed increased excitement behavior that 
was interpreted as anesthetic side effect or pain by the veterinarian. It improved after treatment with pain and 
anxiety relieving drugs. This animal and one other were found dead in the kennels the next morning. The last 
pig was observed to be normally active at 9:30 am (Nov 13), but was found dead at 10:00 am in the kennel. 
These were unwitnessed deaths. Necropsy showed no infectious or surgical related causes of death. 

The devices normally function to deliver therapy when heart rates exceed a programmed level. It is possible the 
animals naturally went into a fatal tachycardia or fibrillation which triggered the therapy, in which case the 
animals would have been unconscious and unable to feel pain. However, if the therapy was triggered by normal 
sinus heart rates that exceeded the programmed level of the device, the animals would have been consciously 
aware of the therapy being delivered for a short time. Per normal device function, the entire delivery of therapy 
likely occurred in less than 3 minutes. 

The research team identified the inappropriate programming the day the animals were discovered. The 
remaining implanted animals' devices were reprogrammed the same day into a setting that prevented therapy 
delivery. This successfully prevented the problem from occurring again. 

The following actions were taken to prevent future occurrences of this type of event: 

• lACUC met with the research team to determine the cause and prevention of such an event 
again. 

• The research team has done a complete root cause analysis and determined prevention actions 
for future studies 

• The research facility has revised their SOP to assure that implanted therapy devices will be 
unable to deliver therapy when they are not actively being studied. The study directors, facility 
management and veterinarians are trained on this SOP. 

• The lACUC has reviewed and approved the facility SOP directing how therapy devices will be 
used in the research setting.

The following exceptions to the AWA regulation and standards were approved by the lACUC 
during the reporting period. 

1. Space requirements: 

a. The post-operative care program for temporary housing of dogs and pigs after 
surgery has kennels with approximately 20 square feet of floor space. That 
space meets the NIH and AWA guidelines for dogs up to 30 kg and pigs up to 50 
kg but not over. The kennels do have the opportunity for enlargement via the 
opening of an interconnecting side panel and this is done when a large weigh 
dog or pig is present and the veterinarian's medical judgment is such that it is 
considered beneficial. If RAR veterinarians require limited exercise and 
movement for post-surgical patients, the animals may be maintained in the 20 
square foot kennels, which is an exception to the standards. During the 
reporting year, 8 dogs were included in this exception. 

b. For NHPs 15-25 kg, 8 square feet of floor space and 36 inches cage height is 
required. An exception was granted for one nonhuman primate weighing 15.6 
kg to continue to be housed in a cage providing 6 square feet of floor space and 
36 inches of cage height. Moving the NHP to a cage providing 8 sq. feet of floor 
space would reduce cage height to 32 inches which would restrict movements 
and cause discomfort during normal standing, ambulation and perching. As the 
NHP is slightly overweight, this is a temporary exception until a normal weight 
can be achieved. During the reporting period, 1 NHP was included in the 
exception. 

2. Social housing: 

a. Studies wherein nonhuman primates are required to reach, grasp and 
manipulate objects with their hands were granted an exception to social 
housing. Pair housing of animals could result in injury to the hands and fingers 
during an altercation and a single injury could nullify years of training and data 
collection. The species affected by this exception are macaque monkeys. During 
the reporting period 22 NHPs were included in this exception. 

b. Studies in which nonhuman primates are instrumented with recording chambers 
and who undergo recording of 24 hour sleep/wake cycles were granted an 
exception to social housing. Pair housed animals have a higher risk of damaging 
each other's chamber implants which would severely compromise the study. 
Sleep/wake activity could also be contaminated. During the reporting period, 3 
NHPs were included in this exception. 

c. For nonhuman primates involved in self administration studies, an exception to 
social housing was granted as pair housing would make it impossible to 
determine the amount of drug consumed and the time course of its intake. 


These NHPs will have auditory, olfactory and visual contact with other animals in 
the room. During the reporting period, 32 NHPs were included in this exception. 

d. Some nonhuman primates are unable to be socially housed due to 

incompatibility or medical reasons. Additionally, during the initial quarantine 
process, NHPs may be temporarily individually housed prior to beginning the 
compatibility screening process. These exceptions were approved by RAR 
veterinarians. During the reporting period, 24 NHPs were included in this 
exception. 

3. Non-pharmaceutical grade drugs: 

a. An exception was granted to allow constitution of high potassium solution for 
intracardiac delivery as the laboratory developed additives to the basic St. 
Thomas solution that may be beneficial for transplant and reanimation. The 
species affected by this exception is pigs. During the reporting period, 5 pigs 
were included in the exception. 

b. The PI is approved to use a non-pharmaceutical grade Buprenorphine as it comes 
in much higher concentrations than the pharmaceutical grade compound, 
Buprenex. They will use the non-pharmaceutical grade in large animals, which 
need large volumes of a pharmaceutical grade compound, leading the muscle 
soreness and bruising at the site of the injection. The species affected by this 
exception are dogs, pigs, sheep, and goats. During the reporting period, 68 
Animals were included in this exception. 

c. An exception was granted for the use of non-pharmaceutical grade FTY720. 
Although this compound has recently been released (fingolimod) as 
pharmaceutical grade, the indication is currently for Multiple Sclerosis. 
Subsequently, the formulation is low dose and not optimized for the situation of 
transplantation. The PI confirmed that the source of material will meet 
equivalent purity and quality standards, with the advantage of meeting the 
higher dose requirement necessary for transplant immunosuppression. During 
the reporting period, this exception included 6 NHPs. 

d. Non-pharmaceutical drugs were approved in a study involving nonhuman 
primates as models of drug abuse in humans. The drugs are confiscated street 
samples that are purified to 99.99% purity by the Research Triangle Institute, 
Raleigh, NC, and they are supplied free to us from NIDA so that we will use this 
safer, uncontaminated version of 'street' drugs in our animal models of drug 
abuse. They lack the pharmaceutical company binders and additives that are 
used in the manufacturing process to increase shelf life. During the reporting 
period, 32 NHPs were included in this exception.

Summary of exceptions to the standards and regulations under the Act 
November 12, 2014 


The following exceptions to the standards and regulations under the Animal Welfare Act are 
approved by the lACUC. All exceptions were scientifically justified by the investigator as part of 
the approval process and judged by the lACUC to be appropriate for the study in question. 


Restraint : Rhesus monkeys used in neurophysiology research are seated in a chair for up to five 
hours at a time. The purpose is to record the activity of neurons during complex activities. A 
total of six monkeys during FY2014 were affected. 

During this reporting period, one monkey was euthanized, which was unrelated to being 
restrained. 


Multiple major surgical procedures : There are two approved protocols that involve multiple 
surgical procedures. 

The first protocol involves rhesus monkeys. A recording device is implemented in two stages, 2- 
3 weeks apart. During the FY2014 reporting period, one monkey had one implant surgery. 

The second protocol involves swine used in studies of blood flow to the heart. Two surgeries 
are performed 10-12 weeks apart to create different amounts of blood supply to the heart. 
Fifteen animals during the FY2014 reporting period were affected. 


Fluid restriction : Rhesus monkeys are trained to perform tasks by using fluid as a reward for the 
correct response during a training session. Four animals during the FY2014 reporting year were 
affected.
